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RKAPORY OF THK SCHOOL BOARD. 


In compliance to law, we hereby submit our annual report 
on the condition of the schools in town, for the year ending 
March 1, 1894. We have endeavored to deal justly with all 
concerned 


teacher, scholar and parent, as all are more or less 
intimately concerned in the welfare of the schools. 

Our teachers have been selected from among our own  citi- 
zens, and we have been quite fortunate in their selection, al- 
though all were not experienced teachers, and have much to 
learn in their chosen vocation. 

In some instances a little more discipline would have been 
an improvement, as good order is one of the essentials of a per- 
fect school. 

We have employed seventeen different teachers during the 
year, thirteen female teachers and four male teachers; a large 
majority of whom have had practical experience in the school- 
room, and are keenly alive to their duties. Ail the members of 
your school board have served in a pedagogical capacity during 
the year, and we will let others speak of the results. 

A school was opened for one term in No. 14 school house, 
to accommodate several scholars who were not large enough to 
walk to No. 13 or No. 15, as the distance was over two miles. 

The school houses are in very good repair with the excep- 
tion of No.1; No. 12 having been repaired by sheathing the 
school room instead of plastering, but No. 15 needs re-plaster- 


ing and sheathing the coming year, as it is now uncomfortable

in cold weather. Afew small repairs in some other in- 
stances will place them all in good condition. 

One of the great evils of our schools is irregular attend- 
ance on the part of the scholars. A certain amount is una- 
voidable, but, as it exists in a large number of schools, is a dis- 
erace to both parents and scholars, and plainly shows that the 
scholars are allowed, if not encouraged, in the practice. 

Absenteeism and tardiness are the bane of the school- 
room, and we would earnestly impress upon the parents the 
need of trying to correct the evil as much as possible in the 
future. 

We have had twenty-two weeks’ school, divided into two 
terms, a summer term of nine weeks and a fall term of thirteen 
weeks, and the improvement of the scholars has been fully up 
to our expectations, and we think the teachers have been faith- 
ful to their trust, and have endeavored to impress upon the 
scholars the necessity of thoroughness. There has been no 
change made in text books during the year. 

In closing, we desire to impress upon all our citizens the 
necessity for a generous support to our schools, as there the 
foundation for our future prosperity is laid, and to slight the 
foundation is to weaken the structure, so to curtail support to 
our public schools is to weaken the future greatness of our 


government.
